17. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 16, wherein the antibody 
comprises a constant region of human antibody. 

18. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 16, wherein the antibody 
is a chimeric antibody or humanized antibody. 

19. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 16, wherein the antibody 
is an anti-HM1.24 antibody. 

20. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 18, wherein the antibody 
is a chimeric anti-HM1.24 antibody. 

21 . (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 18, wherein the antibody 
is a humanized anti-HM1.24 antibody.
